Changesin the Bankrupt Law. 


The House of Representatives, on Wednes- 
day, passed Mr. Mercer's bill to amend the 
bankrupt law. This bill, it is understood, 
‘epeses the appointment of registers with the 

‘nited States Circuit Courts, and provides 
that the time for bankrupts to file their pe- 
titions shall be extended from one year to 
two years; that the reversals of decrees in 
bankruptcy shall be made only in United 
States Courts, and also that exemptions un- 
der State laws shal! not exceed $1,000, so far 
aa the operation of the bankrupt law is Con- 
cerned.

The last two amendments are designed to 
meet attempts of State courts to impede the 
jurisdiction of the laws, and, in the case of 
exemption, to make it uniforn i in operation. 
When the act was first passed, it provided 
that State exemptions, existin: cin 1864 should 
be recognized. The object of this limitation 
was to prevent the Southern States, as was 
then feared would be the case, from making 
excessive exemptions in the interest of bank- 
rapt land owners, ctc.
